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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 4/17/2006 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues: 

1 : Zuliani fails to teach a remote program in hub 4 sends video information over forward link 1 . 

2: Zuliani fails to teach a remote program receiving input information over return link 2. 

3: Zuliani fails to teach a remote program conducting both sending video data and receiving control data. 

4:Zuliani fails to teach a unit with both a wireless communication interface and a wired communication interface. 

5:The combination of Zuliani teaches a satellite-based communication and Jones teaches communication via cables. The combination 

would change its principles of operation. 

As per argument 1 , the hub 4 has various services such as a DBS service broadcasted via transmitter 5 on the Ku band satellite which 
forwards through link 1 and routed to the set-top unit 10 (page 5, paragraph 2). DBS service defined as direct broadcasting satellite 
system comprises entertainment video services (page 4, paragraph 7). 

As per argument 2, Zuliani teaches a return link input is also provided for the DBS service (page 4, paragraph 7). 

As per argument 3, Zuliani teaches the above mentioned broadcasting and return link in the same entity of the hub. The broadcast being 
transmitted from the hub via Ku satellite broadcast transmitter 5 and return link via the feeder band (page 5, paragraphs 1 - 3). 

As per argument 4, a set-top box receives broadcasts routed wirelessly via satellite 6, then wire from the receiving antenna 8 to set-top 
box and further control signals are initiated via a wireless remote control unit 12 (page 5, paragraph 2, figure 1). 

As per argument 5, the combination of Zuliani and Jones does not rely on the cable based portion as essential teaching but features of 
bidirectional communication with motivation of video data security have been bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary 
reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the 
combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA1981).. 
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
